Oo-operation of McOill in Re- 
educatùu uf Returned Sol- 
diera. 



Further co-operation In - the voca- 
tional training of returned soldiers 
has been rendered the Military Hos- 
pitals Commission by McGill Univer- 
sity. Under the latest arrangements 
facilities for instruction In four new 
vocations have been provided. Mem- 
bers of the Commission's' vocational 
training staff- made the request ~' of' 
Dr. Frank D. Adams, De^in of Science' 
at the University, and through hi#! 
co-operation, aided by Professors' 
Fowler. Roberts and Herdt; accom- 
modation for the instruction of re- 
turned soldiers In electrical engineer- 
ing, shop mathematics, mechanical 
training and steam . engineering; haa 
been arranged. 

Soldiers In need of instruction at 
the present time number twenty- 
nine. Of these four wish to bo train- 
ed in electrical engineering, twenty 
in shop mathematics, three in me^ 
chanlcal training, and two In steam 
engineering. Others will Join the 
classes from time to time as they 
are recommended for re-education. 

Dean Adams has granted the Com- 
mission the use of one class room 
during forenoons, and of the fourth 
year drafting room on the upper floor 
of the Science Building. The Com- 
mission is also allowed to avail Itself 
of a portion of the electrical . labora- 
tory with the small motors, etc., re- 
quired for instruction In the elements 
of electrical engineering. Two small 
cubicles about 7 x -7 x 7 are to be 
constructed to enable the students to 
practice house, wiring, and the use of 
the . apparatus in the steam engineer- 
ing laboratories haa also- been obtain- 
ed. 

Up to the present, instruction has 
been promised through the part time 
services of Professor Fowler and J. 
Coote, w^Ich, It Is understood, will 
bé supplemented as found necessary. 
Uberal use of the facilities of McGill 
University . has already been granted 
the Commission's vocational training

A WOBD rOE THK TIMBI. 



The following article, clipped from the columns of the Harvard 
Crimson, emphasizes the necessity of keeping hold of our perspective 
in these times of stress and confusion. 

It is very hard for even the oldest head in' these times of fierce 
commotion to settle down to the book and pen. The blood of youth is 
very hot, and whèn the bugle blows to war, young men lore stirred by 
the desire for great deeds. Not one year in the past half century 
have the history book and the poetry book and the philosophy book 
seemed more vain and idle. 

Nations are being made and unmade. Young men are the incitors 
of revolution and the stirrers-up of conflicts. By them are the an- 
nals of war ennobled. It is the very nature of h^man passions that 
the young men of the college should find nothing in life worth more 
than war. , , 

Yet from our many presents arises. the future; and the sum of 
time gives small account to individual components of years. A cen- 
tury is a short .time in the records of the world, but a century will 
Bee the cïéatb of t^é blclest men who fought .the wars. This year, 
and the strife, which to us swallows up the year, will be but a page 
of history, for the statistician and the biographer to prod into with 
an exact and impersonal finger. 

There have been wars before, and brave men have died before. 
There was disaater for these who fought and anguish for those who 
ï«mained. There has been defeat, and victory, which is sometimes 
irorth leas than defeat, 

.Now what baa come of these dead deeds f Not individual glory, 
nor laating power to nations, nor a reversal of the immutable law of 
eziatenoe. Sometimea nothing more than a ruined inscription on a 
rnlned monument, or the new thought of a philoaopher or the small 
poem of a great poet. 

' There are your books for you. They ^tell you what men have 
been.' We are characters upon the written page which the moving 
finger ^tes. And when the living year has gone its way, not much 
will be left of those who acted their brave part so well, save a short 
memory and a thought. 

. b this time we must keep hold of our perspective. Our cul- 
ture, whieh is the total of man's thought during the dark centuries of 
confusion and terror, remains beyond this war, beyond a hundred 
cycles of wars. When it is gone there is nothing.

5ut will heî Ten chances to one he will con- 
tinue through the term as he has begun, rushing from one unimpor- 
tant thing to another, cheating himself into believing that he is do- 
ing some real work, while a biiing conscience helps greatly to ex- 
haust his. energies. It is not that he .has not good intentions; no, it 
is usually quite the contrary, but, as someone said, "The path to 
. Hell (in this case Pailure) is paved with good intentions!" 

One very strong stimulant to our good but weak impulse is often

desires to change his phyaician, the 
latter should feel no animosity either 
towards his patient or towarda the 
new practitioner. He should rather 
establish a good-fellowship with him, 
and should co-operate with him. Nor 
should he advertise himself In any 
form or 'other. The beet advertise- 
ment of a physician ta the quality 
of his work, and nothing elaa. 

Concerning conaultatlon work, a 
'doctor may alwaya ba called In con- 
sultation. Tha 'consult ahould not try 
to oust the practitioner, but ahould 
deal gencroualy with him, and conault 
hla intereats. Again, If you see the 
patient , la doubtful ol your diagnosis, 
call In another doctor before the pa- 
tient retiuatta you to do ao. Con* 
suits must ba registered dootora, and 
such aa ara not debanod from prac- 
tice. Tbe « practitioner 'ahould never 
fail to ba punctual, and a consulta- 
tion should be made through tha at- 
tending practitioner. Oplntona should 
be exchanged privately, and these 
opinions should not be circulated. The 
court has no right to profeaaional 
knowledge, but the physician is un> 
der no obligation to conceal crime. 
The speaker then concluded hla re- 
marks by a humourous anecdote con- 
cerning Injudicious remarks. 

A vote of thanks was then moved 
to pr. Evans by Mr. Jenning, and sec- 
onded by Mr. Leggault. 

After a pleasing song by Mr. Young 
waa heard, the chairman, then Intro- 
duced the second speaker of the even- 
ing, Dr. Balme, of Shantiing Medical 
College, who is poasing through Mont- 
real on a viilt to Amerlçà from China. 

On rising to speak. Dr. Balme said 
that he was pleased to address Mc- 
Qlll men. Just as McGill men are to 
be found In all parts of the world, 
they are found, too, in China. China 
Is a country, he went^n to say, which 
has undergone a tremendous upheav- 
\1 In the realms of medicine within 
the last ten or fifteen years. No 
oountry two thousand years ago was 
more advanced In medical matters 
than China, but their knowledge has 
remained statlonory, befogged with a 
mass of superstition whose frame- 
work was philosophy. The Chinese doc- 
tor is the most impressive man in the 
lil^rld, and the greater iiU Impres- 
siveness the larger his fee. 

Since the last 10 years, however, 
medical science . in .China has pro- 
gressed. J>y leÀpa and bo.iind£ Where 
.10 dissieetlon waa done before, Chin; 
ese Btudenfs have at present all ta- 
?IlltleB . for diaaection. Splendid • hos- 
pitals and cbllegea are being built all 
the. time where clinical and laboratory 
work form the basis of the medical 
studiea. of the Chinese student. This 
Utter feature Is' only a recent devel- 
opment. Previously, the Chinese stu- 
dent, whose memory is extraordinary, 
WAS wont to awallow a text book whole 
nnd liot make uae of diagnoals. Aa 
tho confidence of. the patient towarda 
the tloctor grew, so increased the 
i!tand:ird of knowledge of the Chin- 
ese studentf China, concltided th<! 
Rpeaker, presents an extraordinary 
field for medical research, j Men are 
needed there, not only for this pur- 
pose, but to form the medical tradi- 
tions of the country, traditions which 
must be of the highest standard. 

After a vote of thanks to the speak- 
er had been moved by Messrs. J. A. 
Bell and Stoughton respectively, the 
oleasln gsight of refreshments w.irt 
presented, and durinir *hls process ihe 
students heard remarks by Dr. Chip- 
man and Prof. Lloyd, and songs by 
several of the students. The meet- 
ing then concluded with "Hall, Alma 
Mater," and "God^, Save the King."

Mediaeval to Modem 

in Men's Dress 

>■ * * 

THE evolution of Clothes from the dawn 
of history' to the efficiency tailoring of 
today ia one series of radical changes. The 
eariieat man adorned his hair with feathers 
and hia back with skins. About 2500 B.C. the 
Egyptian dressed in a gown of linen. With 
the comingof horses, about 850 B.C., the gown 
became a divided skirt. The traders of the 
Mediterranean first introduced breeches Into 
Britain. 

IfFoUowing the Ron^n Invasion comes the 
Norman . Conquest, each influencing British 
dress. 

1 Thé costumes, of the Thirteenth Century 
were rich and simple, but the Fifteenth Cen- 
tuiy wiis an era of extravagance. It was then 
that 'gloves became known, and a tailor was 
'first spokèn of. The Sutteenth Cei^tury wit- 
nesseu more gorgeously clad Englishmen, with 
the frills and ruffs of Spanish. origin. 'These 
picturesque styles continued fnto the Seven- 
teenth Century. 

\ Today, men's dress rt&At almOMt be termed, 
a uniform, for all dvilued countries wear 
pretty much the same mode of garment. 
H Medieval dress comes to us from the Bible, 
where we are told that the Lord made coats 
of skin and clothed Adam and Eve. 
f The trousered and the untrousered daj^ were 
measured in the days of the Ronuin Invasion. 
Britons were forced to adopt the costume of the 
conquprors, but the colder British climate was 
unsuitcd to the classio tunic and mantle. - . 
1 The Anglo-Saxon costume of 436 A.D. is 
still represented by the kilts of Highlanders., 



T Many fripperies were created in the time 
of King Edward II. Trausns, or tkhtt ia 
those <uys, were worn with one 1^ bl^e and 
,one leg red. 

1 The styles familiar in the talcs of Robin 
Hood were in vogue during the time of King 
Edward V. It was then that vcsu b^n to 
be worn, or what has developed into a vest 
from the doùblet worn under the surooat. 

5 Men were more extravagant than women 
in the Elixabethan Period. A close-fitting 
doublet with wide sierras, ornamented, was 
worn by tte man of this period. 

^ The Cavalier Period, with broad brim hat, 
Vandyke collars, and knee breeches begii^ at 
the time of Charies I. The beau of that day 
must be slim, graceful and elegant. 

% Following the reign of the StuarU the style 
beca'me somewhat austere 'and ungraceful, 
but within a few decades the beautiful mode 
now known aa the Col6nial style was in vogue. 
A gentleman -;wnrib^S!Kitied with a black 
satin bow, full^kÛlSaïôat'In flowered design, 
opened to . show ""a dainty cravat, waistccat 
embroidered, loose breeches beribboned at the 
knee, with stockings of silk and buckled shoes. 

T About the year 186S what is now known, 
^as the bunness sack and the derby hat came 
into vogue. 

^ Dungaree clothing had been made in En{(- 
land for years, chiefly for selling to sailors in 
what were familiariy known as slop shops. 

K In America there was no established cloth- 
ing industry until after the Civil War. :>Tbe 
factories started to supply the Ufdbn troops 
with uniforms had to find some outlet, and 
were organized to make clothing. Naturally 
their first product was cheap and chopped 
out clothes, ill-fitting and ugly. 



H German workmen supplanted the native- 
born, employees in these shops, and . the 
sweatshop system was developed m the foreign 
Quarters. One has but to read the names of 
the makers of American clothing to see that 
Germans now dominate the wholesale clothing 
industry in the United States. . - 

1 Up to 1895 the ready-made clotliiagMq) 
was a by-word. One could buy littlë^buttihe 
cheapert tweeds and winr ^worsteds. 
1 The onginators of lèmi-ready Tailoring 
conceived the idea that men woukl prefer to 

' bu;^ their clothes with the same éase. with.' 

. wluch^^:coUld buy shoes. " -y,'; 
1 1t^ômiild' be necessary to make up the 
most expensive cloth, to tailor it as well as 
the eapert journey-man tailor could do it; to 
make as many styles of suits as there were 
shoe styles, and . to make up just as. many 
shapes as there were physical types of men. 
\ A few years of experimenting were neces- 
sary to evolve the idea. Not until a new 
factory waa erected, and was equipped with 
a^ nucletis of trained young expats who haid 
been taught from thef beginning, did the Semi- 
readv system b^n to attain that perfection 
which today makes it thé accepted form of 

. buying good clothes. 

^ Today the mercbant tailor has to argue 
that his product is neariy as good as Semi- 
ready tailoring.
